PARDONS 


Walsh and Horse Will 
Not be Granted Execu- 


tive Clemency 


PRESIDENT'S 
OPINIONS 


Ie Case of Two Most Prominent 


Bankers Ever Con- 


victed. 


New York, May 25.—"The refusal of 


President Taft to pardon my Husband 
was a great shock because It was un- 
expected," said Mrs. Morse today. She 
said the only thing she could uo now 
was to wait until the time came when 
she could apply again. 


Chicago, May 25.—"My father will 


never make another plea tor pardon. 
Death will free him before he has a 
chance to ask for parole in Septem- 
ber." 
This was the declaration 
of 


Richard Walsh today commenting on 
the refusal of President Taft to pardon 
his father. 


Washington, May 25.—President 


Taft last night denied th.e applica- 
tions for the pardon of Charles W. 
Morse of New York and 
John 
R. 


Walsh of Chicago, the 
two 
most 


prominent bankers 
ever 
convicted 


and sent to federal prisons under th,e 
national banking laws. Not only did 
the president refuse to pardon either 
Morse or Walsh, but he also declined 
at this time to .exercise 
any other 


sort of executive clemency in these 
cases or to shorten the sentences im- 
posed on the two m«n by the courts 
In which they were convicted 


In denying the pardons, the presi- 


••«tent to«k a firm stand that the na- 
tional banking laws, or 
any other 


laws, must be upheld when they af- 
fect the rich man, even more than 
when they affect the poor. 


The record in the Walsh case, the 


president said 
in a long 
opinion, 


"shows moral turpitude of that insid- 
ious and dangerous kind to punisn 
which the 
national banking laws 


were especially enacted." 


In considering the case of Morse, 


the president said that "from a con- 
sideration of the facts in each case. 
I have no doubt that Morse 
should 


have received 
a 
heavier 
sentence 


than Walsh. 
Indeed, the methods 


taken b\ Morse tend to 
show that 


more keenly than Walsh did he i;e- 
alize the evil of what he was do- 
ing." 


In his opinion in the Walsh case. 


the president protested against 
the 


failure to discriminate between le- 
gitimate business and improper gain 


"The truth is," he said, "that in 


the mad rush for wealth in the last 
few decades, the lines between profit 
trom legitimate business 
and 
im- 


proper gain from undue use of trust, 
control over other people's 
money 


and property has 
sometimes 
been 


dimmed and the interest of 
society 


requires that whenever the opportu- 
nity offers, those charged with 
the 


enforcement ot the laws should en> 
phasize the distinction between hon- 
*>st business and dishonest breaches 
of trust." 


The president's denial of the p^r- 


don applications of Morse and Walsh 
does not mean that they must stay 
in nrison until the end of their terms 
Walsh began a sentence of five years 
in the Leavenworth penitentiary in 
January, 1910, and under the feder- 
nl statute is eligible for parole next 
September, the 
president's 
action 


having no bearing whatever upon fu- 
ture application tor parole. 


Morse began his 1 .'-year term in 


the Atlanta penitentiary in January, 
1910, also. 
In denying his applica- 


tion, the president granted leave to 
renew it after Jan. 1, 1013. 
Under 


the parole law Morse would be elig- 
ible for release in 191.V

In denying the Wnlsh application 


the president said in part-

"Walsh risked nearly the 
whole' 


funds of his three Chicago banks in 
the security of 
various enterprises, i 


and because of these investments the 
banks failed. 
The 
allied banks jtf 


Chicago, in order to prevent a panic, 


took over the Walsh banks' holdings 
t.nd Walsh's properties and paid Ute 
depositors in full, but lit the liquida- 
tion the Allied banks will sustain a 
substantial loss. 


"A bank ottlcer who uses 
such 


lands 
to promote 
enterprises 
In 


which he has a private Interest an*i 
without the knowledge and consent 
of the share-holders, for whom he is 
a trustee, Involved the whole capital 
of the bank in unauthorized specula- 
tion in which he is to. derive profit 
if successful, is guilty of a fraudu- 
lent breach of promise, is guilty of 
moral turpitude and must be pun- 
ished. 


"No reference 
to usual business 


methods, no 
suggestion 
of 
great 


business enterprises, no excuse 
of 


building useful industries, and 
no 


subsequent attempt to make good tfic 
losses which his acts have brought 
upon innocent persons who trusted 
him can gloss over the fact that such 
a man is taking other people's money 
for his own use. 


"Walsh had acquired great power 


in the control of three large banks. 
His guilt is in proportion to the trust 
and confidence extended to him. Of 
course, he did not intend to steal the 
money of his 'depositors 
or 
stock- 


holders, but he is not less guilty on 
this account. 


"Such breaches sometimes escape 


punishment because the misuse of 
the funds results in a profit. In such 
cases the dishonest or reckless bank 
officer takes the profit and the bank 
is made whole and no one is 
the 
wiser. Then the officer comes to 
regard himself as a shrewd manipu- 
lator within legitimate business lines. 
"Walsh is 73 years of 
age.

ANY a housekeeper when she is preparing a meal, has a habit 
of wiping her hands on her apron or on the kitchen towel, if 
the dishcloth doesn't happen to be handy. This soon soils the 
apron or the towel, and she either goes about in an unsightly- 


ooking apron, or else must soon have a clean one. 
And the kitchen 


towel needs frequent replacing with a fresh one. 
All this Increases the 


laundry. 


A much better way is to put a little screw eye hook Into the edge 


of the table, and on this hang a small hand-towel. These little towels 
can be made for very small cost, and if one of them Is always handy, 
the hands can be wiped on It, thus saving the apron or the roller towel. 
The small towels are much easier to launder than either an apron or 
a large towel; and besides, so far aa the apron Is concerned, one Is 
presentable by this method. 
Constant laundering, too, wears out the 


large pieces. It Is just one of the little ways of making things conveni- 
ent in the kitchen, saving work, and keeping down expenses. 


A bit of economy is to buy bacon in the piece, and use the rind to 


cook with beans. 
If the bacon is wrapped In wax paper, It will keep 


satisfactorily, and the rind cooked with beans takes the place of butter. 
It gives them a delicious flavor, and in the winter when butter is high 
ta quite a saving. 


Better than scraping fine^ohlna with a knife to clear it after a meal. 


Is to use a tiny piece of bread to push the scraps oft. 


If a cup or other measure Is dipped Into flour, one does not get 


as much flour as when the flour is placed In the cup or measure with 
a spoon or scoop. 
This will account sometimes for a cake or pastry 


not turning out as expected. The recipe, for Instance, calls for several 
cups of flour, and the cup Is dipped each time Into the flour. The right 
quantity of flour Is thus not secured, and the cake pays th« penalty. 
Try the two ways of measuring some time, and see the difference. 


If many bananas are to peel and time counts, do not pull the skin 


back In sections as is the customary way. This leaves a bitter flbr* on 
the banana which must also be pulled off. Th« skin can b« broken 
open once, Its entire length, and the banana lifted out, tawing th* nbr* 
behind. 
One operation, one movement of the hand, really, does It all, 


Instead of several, by the other method. All these little things count 
If time presses or energy Is at low *bb.

sugar than the milder sugar loaf. 
Round the fruit up so that It mav be 
thickest in the center, and wh,en all 
is in, dust over with one teaspoonful 
of flour. Wet the rim of the paste 
and cover with an upper crust. Bajj:e 
30 minutes in a hot oven.

in their hands, to shout "Viva Ma- 
dero." 
No one escaped this com- 


mand and as indicating the temper 
of citizens generally, the cry was 
usually given freely. 


The swarms of cabs 
about 
the 


streets disappeared as if by magic. 
Taxicab and automobile drivers like- 
wise, for the most part, sought safe- 
ty in the outskirts ol' the city. Many 
of the cars were commandeered by 
the demonstrants The latter did no't 
hesitate to make use of anything on 
wheels. 
Great two-wheeled trucks 


were made to hold a dozen or more 
men and boys and 
light 
delivery 


wagons appeared frequently. 


The crowds made no attempt to 


move in marching order. 


In the early pan of the outbreak 


possibly 
TO per cent were youths 


and boys, with a sprinkling of wo- 
men. 
Their numbers were increas- 


ed later by men. It was noticed 
that a good percentage of these were 
not of the peon class, but, from their 
garb, business and professional men. 


A typical mob was that which re- 


peatedly

San Francisco, numbering about 1,- 
000. 
In the vanguard an immense 


lithograph of Madero, fastened to a 
wooden cross made of scantling, was 
carried.
